In the first place hawkers may 
be sald to be a convenience to the 
general public. They undoubtedly 
meet the needs: of, outlying . dis-' 
tricts which are inadequately 
served with shops and with means 
of rapid communication with the 
urban area. ‘But the vast majority 
-of them are to be found plying

urban areas. I do not seek to 
deny that it ls more convenient 


, to have foodstuffs and other goods 


brought to one’s door, even if qne 
does ive in on urban area, but I 
do*maintain that this convenience 
Js not suffictent; in the face of the 


" objections which'I will state in a 


few moments, to Justlty the reten- 
tion of the hawker system on. the 
‘present vast scale. It has fre- 
quently been advanced that it is 
a great boon to rickshaw, chair: 
and ¢argo coolies to have their 
food brought to them by hawkers 


‘ but In most cases the ‘places where 


these coolies work are not far re- 
moved froma licensed - eating- 
house | or. from their ‘Bving quar- 
ters, 
CHEAP. LABOUR. 
Secondly, It is argued that 
hawkers help to. preserve the low 
cost of living for the poorer classes 
so help to maintain that am> 
supply, of cheap labour on 
which the prosperity of Hong 
Kong ts sald to depend. This 
rgument sounds very plausible 
at investigations , have shown

Thirdly, it {s sometimes said 
that the Hawker system is a parti- 
al substitute for Poor Law Rellef. 
r know: ‘only’too well from depart- 
mental - experience that many 
charitable organisations and well- 
disposed people look upon the ob-. 
taining of a hawker's licence for 
Individuals who apply to them for 
rellef as the beginning and end of 
thelr charitable efforts, regardless 
‘at whether the reciplents are 
physically fit or otherwise sultable 
. For in- 
stance, widows with large families 
of young: children, should be dis- 
couraged from going on ithe streets 
.as hawkers—it can only mean one, 
thing, that the children will be 
neglected, 


\ ARGUMENTS AGAINST 

The main arguments agains: 
hawkers are as follows:— 3 

They cause obstruction to traf. 
te, 
most. impassable on -account of 
their being lined on one or both 
sid¢s _ by hawkers’ stalls, and I 
would quote Stanley Street as a 
glaring example. The entrances 
to side streets are, of éourse the 
best sites trom. the stall-holder’s 
point of: view and here the stalls 
cause the inaximum obstruction. 
Itinerant hawkers are also a nuis- 
ance to the pedestrian on: the side-. 
walks; although described as 
itinerant they cannot always be 
on the move and they tend to con- 
gregate in groups at the entrances 
to side-streets, in the vicinity of 
steamer wharves, rickshaw stands 
and ‘so on. 

Secondly, stalls are more or less 
permanent obstruction to scaven- 
ging, besides being generally un- 
sightly and untidy. .Most' af their 
refuse’ finds its way on to the pub- 
lic thoroughfare om account of, 
their lack of sanitary appliances 
‘and = drainage. As to itinerant 
hawkers their ltter..{s simply 
dumped on the spot where they 
happen to be at the moment. 


UNFAIR COMPETITION 


“Thirdly there is the unfair 

eompetition with shopowners who 
have to pay rents,rate and taxes. 
This aspect of, the hawker problem 
is not asa rule sufficiently stress- 
ed.’ A stallholder pays $24 a year 
for his licence and’an itinerant 
hawker pays $4. There the haw- 
‘ker’s over-head charges end. He. 
does. his business on, the _ public 
thoroughfares and pays ‘no|, rent, 
he occupies’ no premises which are 
assessed for rates, he pays no 
water charges. I. could quote. in- 
stance where a cooked food . stall 
is situated right th front of the 
main entrance to a licensed eating 
house and I have received ‘numer- 
ous petitionss from market stall- 
holders complaining of the un-" 
fair competition. which they are 
suffering from the swarms of haw-- 
kers who Sell vegetables in the 
vicinity of markets. 
" Lastly, there is the menace to 
public health in the case of haw- 
kers of food. This is not so seri- 
ous where’ fruit or vegetables are 
-sold because fruit is. generally, 
though by no means ‘always, sold 
whole and in the skin. and | be-~ 
cause vegetables are cooked betore 
belng eaten.” But as regards other 
klads of food there ‘is a Menace to 
public “health because we’ do not 
know where and undér what con- 
ditions. the food is “prepared, we 
do not Imow" where ‘the - food 1s 
I stored at night—probably undér’ a 
“bed in a cubicle or bedspace-and 
becalisé there ts usually ind protec- 
tion ‘trom ithe dust and files a the 
streets. 


GENERAL POLICY 


What policy, then, should the 
Urban Council adopt? T suggest 
that our general ‘policy should be 
to reduce the number of hawkers 
and now what the new. public 
health legislation 1s in “torce'-We. 
-should first concentrate our efforts 
on. shawkers of. * food—especially 
those -who sell : ‘cooked food, The. 


 byclaws cope oe Prepare 


Some of “our streets are al- |: 


tion and ‘Storage of food in re+ 
staurants and eating-houses are 
fairly strict; it is obViously itogi- 
cal to impose restH¢tions..on these 
establisnments and at the same 
time allow food hawkers to carry 
on as they have done in the past, 
2 maintain that it’ would be futile 
to make elaborate by-laws govern- 
ing ‘the conditions of preparation, 
Storage and exposure of food by 


hawkers, This class of people of-' 


ten has no permanent residential 
address and itinerant hawkers 
are constantly moving fram place 
to plhce In the course of their 
business. We have not, ahd I see 
No prospect of obtaining, ‘suffi- 
Client staff to supervise properly 
Several thousands of hawkers, To 
my mind. the only solution, ts 
gradually to ellminate the food 
hawker altogether or so to restrict 


| the foodstuffs he sells as to rernove 


all danger to public health. . 
MINIMUM OF HANDSHIP 


The next problem we have ‘to 
consider is how these ends can be 
“attained without ‘causing more 
than the minimum of hardship to 
the hawkers, who are at present 
licensed. Bearing this in mind I 
am not suggesting an aggressive 
policy " involving the’ 
cancellation’ of existing Lcerices 
but merely a gentle policy of re~ 
fusing to grant licences to new 
zpplicants.. Every year there is a 
moderate percentage of non- 
1enewals of existing licences on 
cceount of the death, departure 
trom ‘the Colony, cr change -of oc- 
cupation of licensees and we can: 
await the result of this experiment 
for ong year. before. considering 
whether any more drastic method 
of reducing the numbers is neces- 


‘sary. 
UNLICEN SED HAWKERS 


One last-word on the subject 
of unlicensed hawkers. Like the 
poor, the unlicensed hawker has 
always been with us and ‘Is even 
more numerous than usual at the 
Present time. This increase 1s 
generally ascribed to the prpvall- 
ing trade and industrial depression. 
One obvious criticism of the. policy 
which I am asking you to adopt is 
that it will drive More people to 
resort to unlicensed hawking. Per- 
haps it. will, to a certain extent, 
‘but if ‘the present prevalence of 
unlicensed hawking: has. been 
correctly ascribed to the depressfon 
there should he less and’ less ot 
it 98 the depression - ‘lifts. 


The unlicensed hawker 1s com- 
mitting an ‘Wegal act and Ig al- 
ways liable to arrest and prosecu- 
tion. I consider-that the majority 
of unlicensed hawkers hawk rather 
as a temporary expedient than as 
a .regular- profession and that 
knowing their insecure position in 
‘the eyes of the law they are only 
too anxious to revert to’ other oc- 
cupationg when opportunity offers. 
But in any case I'am’ not ‘0 
pessimistic as to believe that my 
staff and the Police will never te 


able to. cope with the ‘problén of. 
the unlicensed hawker. If-we have 


some definite policy we can travel 
hopefully, ‘along the ‘path of! pro- 
Breas and although our arrival at 


the ultimate destination ‘may be. 


long delayed we shall at ‘Weast ac- 
complish something while we are 
onthe way. :

“Nand were certainly the funniest: 


that we have ever had ‘with wild 
animals, “Every move they made 
wag elther interesting or comic, 
and there must ‘have been two. 
thousand. of , them. 

Osa and I have always insisted 
that the babaon' Is, the most “in- 
telligent of the monkey family, 
though that Is ao .. dangerous 
‘thing to say, for: many people 
contuse the monkeys with the 
apes and so. mistake our mean- 
ing. But here we had a chance 
to get better acquainted and sec . 
if we were right. At first they 
were all just baboons! hut gradually 
we were able to distinguish some 
of them by thelr individualities, 
and we ¢ven went so far as to, 
name‘a few for instance, one fine , 
big fellow seemed to be a, sort of 
head man.
